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Remembering the reason 
behind the fireworks, 
picnics and parades

_From the early years of our nation, 
the Fourth of July has been associated 
with “pomp and parade.” Fireworks 
displays as part of the celebration came 
a bit later, in the early 1800s, but they 
have long been associated with Inde- 
pendence Day as well. The Fourth has 


nics, barbecues, displaying of flags, 
downtown parades where high school 
bands play patriotic tunes and military 
veterans wear their uniforms, and, of 
course, fireworks across the night sky. 

Former President John Adams, one of our 
country’s Founding Fathers, encouraged this kind 
of festive atmosphere, saying the Fourth of July 
“ought to be solemnized with pomp and parade, 
games; sports, guns, bells, bonfires and illumina- 
tions, from one end of this continent to the other, 
from this time forward forevermore.” 

As we celebrate the Fourth, though, it be- 
hooves us to recall the reason behind the festive 
activities. It was 232 years ago that this nation 
was born under duress. The brave decision of the 
Continental Congress, declaring independence 


military power, led directly to war and ultimately 
to liberty. 

. At the time of the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence in Philadelphia on July 4, 1776, 
the U.S. consisted of 13 colonies under the rule of 
‘the British monarchy. There was a great-deal of 
unrest and dissatisfaction.among colonists lead- 
ing up to the formal declaration, mostly centering 
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from Great Britain, by far the world’s greatest

around the taxes being levied by King George III. 
The great rallying cry of the colonists was “No- 
Taxation Without Representation.” The colonists . 
felt that they had no say in the British Parlia- 
ment. 

King George was aware of this unrest but did 


little to alleviate the ill will: Instead, he stirred the 


pot by sending extra troops to the colonies to help 
control any rebellion. King George’s highhanded 
manner of handling the colonists’ complaints led 
ultimately to what Americans refer to as the Rev- 
olutionary War or the War for Independence. 

In 1774, the 13 colonies sent delegates to 
Philadelphia to form what became known as the 
First Continental Congress. This provided a firm 
foundation for what would was to come. 

In April of 1775, as King George’s troops 
advanced on Concord, Mass., Paul Revere rode 


‘through the night warning the colonists that “The. 


British are coming.” The subsequent battle that 


took place at Concord marked the unofficial start 


of.the American Revolution. The battle became 
famous for “the shot heard round the world.”

# a committee was formed to compose a 
former Declaration of Independence, an 
| acknowledgement that the path of diplo- 
macy with the British was not working. 
The committee included Thomas Jeffer- 
son, John Adams, Benjamin Franklin, 
Roger Sherman and Philip Livingston, 
with Jefferson as the chairman. 

On June 28, 1776, Jefferson pre- 
sented the first draft of the declaration 
to congress. Numerous revisions were 
made to the original draft. 

‘On July 4, 1776, a vote was 
taken late in the afternoon to accept or 
reject the revised document. Of the 13 
colonies, 9 voted in favor of the Declara- 
tion. Of the four who didn’t vote in fa- 
vor, Pennsylvania and South Carolina voted no 
while Delaware and New York abstained. John 
Hancock, the president of the Continental Con- 
gress, was the first to sign the Declaration of In- 
dependence. As history students know, Hancock 
signed his name in large letters — “with a great 
flourish” -- so “King George can read that without 
spectacles!” 

On July 6, The Pennsylvania Evening Post 


is the first newspaper to print the Declaration of 


Independence. On July 8, the first public reading 
of the declaration takes ee in Philadelphia's In- 


dependence Square. 


It was not until August of 1776 that the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence was com- 
pleted. The Fourth of July remains the date that 
marks the official anniversary of the birth of the 
U.S., however. . 

On July 4, 1777, the first Independence Day 
celebration took place, though we have no par- 
ticulars about the activities that marked that first 
anniversary. As the years went by, the traditions 
of parades, picnics and fireworks became firmly 
established and very much a part of Americana.

Bingham and Connie Roberts’ philosophy. If you 


can’t fix all the problems — tackle the ones you 


can. 


It started-as a discussion they were having about 
Ken and Lori Doty. Ken and Lori are both long- 


“time fans ‘of East-Jordan- ‘high-school: :sports. Ken - 


coached Junior Varsity for years, ‘and ‘considers 
the boys he coached to be his kids. - 


But now Doty’s are facing a giant. 


Some history: In January of 2007, Lori was called 
to her parent’s home in Mancelona. Her young- 


er brother was dying of cancer. She remembers 


standing in her living room, looking at her then- 


"fiancé, Ken Doty. That very afternoon, Ken was 
' scheduled to start his first treatment for cancer. 


-“T remember just looking at him, and saying, 


“You mean you can’t go with me, and I can’t go 
with you?’” she said. Ten days later Lori’s broth- 
er died, but Ken’s battle had just begun. 


Regardless, they were married in August of . 


that year. They had a simple ceremony, planned 


around Oldies Night at the Polish Festival in. 


Boyne Falls, where they had danced for the first 
time. They had known each other for years, but 
that dance was special. In its honor, they cele- 
brated after the wedding at the polka tent. 


“We didn’t have to pay for a band, and all our 
friends were there,” laughed Lori, recalling their 
borrowed reception. 


Ken continued to wage a mortal war against 
cancer, which so racked his body that he would 
sometimes leave his work as a Charlevoix Coun- 
ty building department head and come home for. 
lunch just to throw up. Then he would go back to 
work. Some mornings he was racked with nausea 
— but still he would manage to go to work. 


Work was stressful. The county was making cuts, 
and Ken had to make cuts in his own department,

it was good to have a break from the pressures 
of employment, but the job loss was devastat- 
ing emotionally and practically for the couple, as 
medical and other bills mounted with a deeply 
reduced income.

Binge Eating Disorder 
Obesity is not an indicator of 
psychological suffering. 
However, psychological 
communities determined , 
Binge Eating Disorder (BED) 
describes a certain eating 
pattern and pathological 
disturbances. For instance, 
BED is a sudden, compulsive 
ingestion of large amounts of 
food in a short period 
followed by agitation and 
severe self-criticism. The 
diagnostic criterion for BED 
follows. Eating in a two hour 
period large amounts of food, 
feeling out of control, cannot: 
stop eating, eat more rapidly, 
eat until uncomfortable, eat 
large amounts of food when 
not hungry, eating alone, em- 
barrassed by how much you 
eat, disgusted with oneself, 

‘depressed and guilty. over 
eating. There is a distress 

- related to BED and the eating 
pattern occurs on at least two 
days a week for six months. 
Research suggests _this 
pattern begins with obesity, 
then failed dieting. cycles, 
followed by -BED, which 
affects self-identity. If you 
suffer from BED bring this to 
your doctor’s attention along 
with seeking psychological 
intervention.

* Little know historical fact: There were two 
Boston tea parties. The famous “tea party” that 
everyone knows about took place on Dec. 16, 1773 
when four or five dozen “Sons of Liberty” dis- 
guised as Mohawks threw chests of tea into Boston 
Harbor to protest the 3 cents per pound tax levied 
by Britain.

colonies were equal. | 

¢ In 1776 there were 2.5 million people in the 13 
colonies of America's new nation. On the Fourth of | 
July this year, there are more than 300 million 
people in 50 states. 

¢ The first Fourth of July. party ever held at the 
White House occurred in 1801. It wasn’t until 1941 
that the Fourth of July was declared a federal holi- 
day. 


_* Boston had its first fireworks display in 1805. 


¢ The 13 original colonies included: Connecticut, 
Delaware, Georgia, Maryland, Massachusetts Bay, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, North

EAST JORDAN -— It was a pic- 
ture-perfect day for a triathlon. As 125 
Jordan Valley Triathlon participants 
converged on Tourist Park in East 
Jordan in Saturday’s early morning 
hours, the sun shined brilliantly in the 
sky and temperatures hovered in the 
low 70s.

_ Though Deegan gave a valiant 
effort, it was clear early on that no one 
was going to catch McMurray on this 
day. 

“My strategy was to try and pull 
ahead early and see what happens,” 
said McMurray, who also competed in 
track and cross country for Alma and 
is presently in training for an Ironman 
event in Wisconsin. “I knew I had the 
lead after the swim but I didn’t know 
how far behind me anyone was.
